These grilles show ornaments of yellow brass, and 
a similar combination of iron with polished brass is 
not unfrequently found in Bologna, e. g. in several 
chancel screens in S. Petronio. 

Fig. 1. — The twenty eight small clasps, the two 
flowers with clasps and the scissors, are in polished 
brass, all the other parts in wrought iron. The clasps 
consist of a cast piece of mouldings broken round 
three sides and rivetted on a plain piece at the back. 
The scissors are also rivetted on the flattened part of 
the bar which goes right through the middle of the 
ornament. Height 0,41 m. ; breadth 0,54 m. 

Fig. 2, — The star, emblem of S. Dominic, the 
eight clasps, the four buds and the two flowers are 



also in polished brass, the clasps as in fig. I, the 
ornaments rivetted on flattened iron bars. Height 
0,37 m.- breadth 0,55 m.
